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Simpson Family First lo Settle 
In Johnson County in Year UNIS

A yell from a Shawn** Redskin, 
a panther’* scream, a wolf’* weird 
howl, 
and 
other 
outcry* 
that 
brought fear. and sent chill* tingl­ 
ing about the vertebra, were in 
reality bark in 1805. down in South 
ern Illinois, 13 year* prior to Illi­ 
nois becoming a state. 
The scene of our true story cen­ 
ters on a heavily timbered region 
in a spur of the Ozark*, with it* 
valleys, creek*, bramble*, briars, 
thorn*, etc 
The setting of thi* narrative ii 
a prospectus of the first squatter 
who i,‘ thought to have set his foot 
on the soil in this four hundred 
square mile area 
Vienna. Marion, 
Metropolis, and many other towns, 
hamlet* and bailiwicks did not exist 
here or in any of the surrounding 
aren at this ancient date 
William Simpson, great-grand 
father of William I*. Simpson, 
now 
living 
in 
(real 
Springs, 
creeled a primitive log cabin in 
the northern part of what is now 
Simpson township (some I miles 
southeast of Creal Springs, and 
12 mile* north of Vienna, in the 
present county of Johnson (Illi­ 
nois) or two mile* north of the 
present village of Simpson in 
which the township I* named. 
I his sturdy pioneer was Johnson 
county's first settler. 
It was seven 
vt ars after hi* coming in 1805 that 
Johnson 
county 
wa* 
organized, 
{ (1R12). 
In 1812 the county was 
set off from Randolph, embracing 
eight counties 


I ii 1805, William Simpson, wife 


and five children floated down the 
ohio river from Lexington, Kv . to 
Shawneetown, carrying their 
he 
longings on their raft fleet. 
Niter 
I many hour* of thi* risky and slow 
mode of travel, they (Reembarked, 
and stopped temporarily at the lit 
i tie pioneer village. 


They abandoned the raft, and 
with two horses and their belong­ 
ings, their caravan got under way 
for the interior of the new region 
to the west 
for some ten miles out of 
Shawneetown their roadway to­ 
ward the southwest was clear, 
then they were compelled to cut 
j their way through the dense tim 
bered region. 
In about nine day* this sturdy, 
determined family reached the Ft. 
Massac Kaskaskia trail east of the 
present village of Simpson where 
they 
followed the old trail two 
miles northeast 
The family called 
a halt. a* they were very exhaust­ 
ed. 
There (hey made their deci­ 
sion that this would he their tem­ 
porary abode, an opening in the 
dense forest 
It is located at what 
is now known as the Double Bridg­ 
es, a few feet from the I C R R. 
tract (now abandoned) a half mile 
from Hogg Cliff (120 feet high) 
in the Ozark spur 
After rest 
from 
the tiresome 
journey, father Simpaon and his 
three sons started slashing away 
at the forest 
The foursome soon 
had a small area clear, and wtiffi 
cient sizeable logs to erect a home 
Within a few daw thru long hours 
of toil, they had built a rude log 
cabin, the first to ever be con­ 
structed by a white man in the 
present limits of Johnson county.

Approximately a year went by 
and the family erected a double 
log house, a short distance from 
the first temporary cabin,

building was soon opened as a 
hotel, perhaps in 1810, and is no 
doubt one of the first hotels, 
sometimes called Inn*, in the an 
dent days ever operated in Mi 
nois.

Louisville amt Detroit were the 
nearest markets at that time for

The pioneer stockman 
would drive his cattle to Detroit 
some HOO miles distance 
It would 
require af least five weeks to make 
the round trip. 
On one occasion 
he was captured by the Indians, 
1 after a long siege as prisoner 
managed to escape 
His wife and 
children had about given up hopes 
of i ver seeing him coining hack 
home, but three years later he re 
turned unharmed, and the family 
were so over tov ed they put on a 
big celebration. 
The family tree from this old 
settler of 1805 has spread and 
today the Simpsons are among 
the top in the family lineage in 
the State of Illinois.

William Simpson passed away in 
1824 at his log cabin hotel, and 
was among the first to lie laid to 
rest in the Simpson burying ground, 
i just a few rods from his residence. 
It is called the Double Bridge* 
cemetery 
Some call it the Old 
! Field graveyard. 
Pioneer Simpson also operated 
a tannery (tanyard) 12 mile east 
of the hotel.
